[Claim] 1 . A cap for a tube in which a liquid medicine flows, said cap adapted to be 
[being] detachably connected to a distal end of the tube... 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The subject matter of the independent claim could not be found and was not suggested by 
the prior art of record. The subject matter not found is a cap for a tube comprising a cylindrical 
and hollow liquid absorption member, a gas permeable and liquid impermeable filter at a 
position farther than the liquid absorption member, wherein one end of the absorption member is 
fitted into an annular trench, a stepped extension separates the gas permeable and liquid 
impermeable filter from the absorption member, in combination with the features of the device 
substantially as claimed.
